Save the ®chool Children.

The following cireular has beens sent out
by Btate Superintendent McHrien and Labor
Commissioner Ryder:

Owing to the recent ralnmitl}' at Collin-
wood, & suburb of Cleveland, O.. wa deem
1t our duty to call the attention of boards
of edveation, city superintendents, high
school and village princlpals, teschers and
cther officials throughout the state who
are responsible for the lves of the school
ohilldren entrusted to their care to the Taw
™ Fuiatl fire escapes and egresa from
publle bulldings.

To guard against lose of life In this state
we urge upon all officials whose duty It s
to enfores the aforesald acts to see that
the provislona of thess laws are astrictly
ohserved. We regret to say that there are
nl least 80 public school bulldings In wil-
Inges, towns and citles in Neb a where
exinting arrangements fall o meest the e
quirements of the law. In many places
the wsituation ls criminal.

It I= the small detalls that are too often
nverlooked or entirely neglected, which In
the event of greatl emergenciea would be
tho line betwn pafty and danger. All
doors should swihg outward findows
should never be allowed to become bound
or neglected to that extent that they will
not work with a touch of the finger. Ka-
capes of noncombustible material should be
erocted where needed. The need should be
regardod as Immediate rather than In the
distant futur.

We offer the suggestion that in addition
to exite an@l fire escapes provided for by
lew there should be on every [llpor of A
school bullding two or more stories In
height & supply of ropes in every room,
knotted and securely fastened to the walls
ready for Immedinte use. The boys should
be required to practice descending on these
ropes oconalonally and the girls should be
required to watch the boys at practice,

1!'Inre should be frequent fire drills In
every school, but it ahould be remembersd
that In a fire drill it 18 as important to
#see In how orderly a manner the puplls
can leave the bullding, as well ss how
qulekly it can be done.
